The 
store she frequents in Manhattan has lately 
been stocking a wider selection of high-end 
jeans from labels such as True Religion, Joe’s 
Jeans and Paper Denim & Cloth, she said. 
Bonfield said she was able to pick up a pair 
of 7 for All Mankind jeans for about $80 that 
she later saw at Bloomingdale’s for more than 
$200. 

Kimberly Greenberger, an analyst at 
Citigroup, expects the deals to only get bet- 
ter into next year if consumer spending stays 
weak, which industry-watchers are expect- 
ing. 

In a survey of 1,000 people earlier this 
month by America’s Research Group, nearly

half of the respondents who said they’ve 
shopped at luxury stores in past Christmas 
seasons say they won’t be shopping at those 
stores this year— meaning more merchandise 
could be headed to off-price stores, online 
discounters and outlet stores. 

Salt Lake City-based overstock.com will be 
selling items at 15 percent to 45 percent off 
full retail price for the holidays. Even now a 
gray crocodile-embossed tote bag from Tves 
Saint Laurent sells for $1,300 on the site, a 
discount of 31 percent from the retail price of 
about $1,900. 

Since mid- September, the company has 


been snapping up high-end apparel, boots, 
shoes and handbags from brands such as 
Prada, Gucci and Jimmy Choo that it has 
never carried before. Its inventory of shoes 
alone has swelled to 55,000 pairs from fewer 
than 2,000 before September. 

DSW stores are offering up to 75 percent 
off designer shoes from brands like Ralph 
Lauren and Sergio Rossi, compared with 
discounts of up to 50 percent last year, while 
Loehmann’s recently advertised a “big fashion 
event,” with discounts of up to 70 percent off 
on apparel from designers, including Nanette 
Lepore and Marc by Marc Jacobs.

The CTA also said it would lay 
off 632 workers, almost 200 of them 
before the end of the year, as it 
tried to plug a $42 million gap in its 
$1.3 billion budget without cutting

Starting Jan. i, fares will increase 
as much as 50 cents to $2.25 a ride. The board lowered the 
proposed increase on multiple-day passes from 20 percent 
to 15 percent, so the cost of a 30-day pass went from $75 to 
$86, rather than $90. 

Transit board Chairman Carole Brown said that change 
was made possible by halting employee enrollment in a 
“supplemental” pension program for senior staff, a move 
that was expected to save $3.6 million. 

CTA President Ron Huberman said that although 
ridership is up and fuel costs had dropped from the budget 
forecast, the transit agency still must grapple with rapidly 
declining revenues from sales and real estate transfer taxes, 
an aging bus fleet and other infrastructure, and the added 
costs of transporting seniors and other riders for free. 

The lone person on the seven-member board to vote 
against the fare hikes was Sheila Nix, who was appointed in 
September by Gov Blagojevich after leaving her job as his 
deputy governor, where she helped implement the seniors’ 
free-ride program. 

Nix said she believed the budget gap could be plugged 
without resorting to a fare increase, which would hit customers 
already struggling through a slumping economy After the 
meeting, Huberman called that view “irresponsible.” 

“I think it would’ve been irresponsible to attempt to wish 
that the economy comes back or to wish our revenues ended 
up being more,” he said. 

Another board member, Susan Leonis, said she was 
“begrudgingly” voting in favor of the increases, which come 
less than a year after the state legislature passed a sales-tax 
increase in the Chicago area to help the beleaguered agency 

“We knew that our customers are dealing with financial 


hardships,” she said, and the recurring requests for aid have 
“hurt our credibility” 

A handful of protesters with signs such as “The public 
can’t afford your public transit” beat plastic buckets outside 
CTA headquarters at 567 W Lake St. before the meeting. 
A protester railed against the “fat cats” approving the fare 
increases and shouted that he was going to ride a bike instead 
of using public transit. He was escorted from the meeting. 

Fares account for half the CTAs operating revenue. Even 
with the increased prices, the agency is not promising it 
won’t need more help next year. Among other hopeful signs, 
the agency expects advertising revenue to increase next year, 
though on Thursday the board voted to ban advertising for 
video games rated M or higher. 

The transit board was pleased that Blagojevich had vowed 
to reinstate $32 million a year in reduced-fare subsidies he’d 
vetoed from the budget, but the agency remains heavily 
dependent on politicians for support 

“I’m hopeful we will not have to come back to our customers 
any time soon,” Huberman said after the meeting.

Behind-the-scenes peek at ‘Greatest Show on Earth’

Step right up, folks! The circus is in town. Behold: a hopping tiger, 
a dancing elephant, sequined humans soaring through the air and 
clowns cavorting in controlled chaos. And the bearded lady? Alas, 
ladies and gentlemen, that is so half a century ago. But behold the 
horsemen flipping like gymnasts around their galloping steeds and 
motorcyclists zipping around a metal sphere in daredevil feats of 
death-defying derring-do!

Ringling Bros, and Barnum & Bailey Circus, 
The Greatest Show on Earth, has made 
its annual stop in Chicago, stationed in 
the Allstate Arena in Rosemont through 
Sunday before it moves to the United Center 
Nov 18-30 (admission: $i3-$85). 

That means the city is now host to some 
300 circus performers, staffers and animals, 
who chugged into town on a mile-long train 
they call home. The train— where the circus 
gang lives, eats and sleeps for the two years 
they are on tour (it also has a nursery and 
school for circus kids)— is parked on the 
tracks in the West suburbs. 

A fascinating bunch, circus people. Moving 
from one city to the next almost every week, 
these nomads, who hail from around the 
globe, live in a stew of different cultures and 
languages. 

After sharing a laugh backstage with a 
Chinese acrobat, John Schroeder, a 24-year- 
old clown from Minnesota, marveled at the 
worldliness of the circus experience. 

“We have no language in common, and yet 
we can be friends,” Schroeder said as he applied 
his clown makeup, leaving his red plastic nose 
for last, alongside Daniel “Tamalito” Sanchez, 
a 38 -year-old clown from Peru. 

Schroeder, better known as “Squeak” on 


stage, followed a different path to the circus 
than many of his co-performers, who tend 
to come from circus families. Schroeder, 
who graduated from Bethany Lutheran 
College in Minnesota last year with a major 
in communications and graphic design, 
and a minor in theater, saw his destiny as a 
clown after playing some comedic roles in 
community theater. He went to clown camp 
for three summers, and made it his goal to 
work for Ringling Bros., the largest circus in 
the country 

“When I said I was going to run away with 
the circus, my mom didn’t like it all that 
much,” Schroeder said. She worried that the 
transient life would be difficult and keep him 
far from home, he said. But she came around 
when, by sending in audition photos and 
working some clown connections, Schroeder 
got a Ringling contract. 

A circus newbie, Schroeder ’s room on the 
train measures 5 feet by 8 feet, and he says he 
can touch the four walls simultaneously when 
stretched out on his bed. Asked how much 
clowns make these days, he responds: “I’m 
not doing this for the money; I’m doing it for 
the experience.” 

But others make a solid living as circus 
performers, as they can negotiate for higher 


contracts based on their experience, skill and 
where they’ve worked before. 

“Some people can make as much as a doctor; 
some make as much as a fast-food worker,” 
said George Caceres, 30, leader of the trapeze 
troupe The Flying Caceres. The most stressful 
part of a circus career, Caceres said, is finding 
the next contract once a tour is done. 

“It’s like being in a band, when you always 
worry about having to book the next gig,” he 
said. 

Like most circus performers, Caceres was 
born into a circus family His father was a 
trapeze artist, and his mother, though not a 
performer herself, was involved in the circus 
because her father was a clown. 

Caceres, whose family is Colombian, start- 
ed learning and performing trapeze when 
he was 5. Though he never pursued another 
career path— “When that is your life, and it’s 
a good life, why would you question it?” he 
said— there were times growing up when he 
considered doing something different. 

“In your teens, you want to be rebellious,” 
Caceres said. (Note that the rebellious thing 
to do in his case was run away from the 
circus.) 

For the Torres Family, which actually 
consists of five siblings from Paraguay and 


two friends from Argentina, joining the circus 
was a professional move rather than family 
tradition. They were motocross pros in Latin 
American when they discovered they could 
take their skills to the circus. 

Their act terrifies even adult audience 
members, as seven motorcycles, with barely 
an inch between them, zoom around at 
65 mph inside a metal globe measuring 16 feet 
in diameter, filling the arena with the smell 
of diesel. 

“There’s always fear, but we’re used to it; 
you just have to pay attention,” said troupe 
leader Ariel Torres, 38. The siblings haven’t 
let their mother see a live show because “it 
wouldn’t be good for her,” Torres said. 

Circus performers know the risk of their 
work. Daniel Raffo, the tiger trainer, came 
near death at 16, when he got too close to a 
tiger he was training and it lunged and sunk 
its teeth into Raffo’s back. Raffo, who comes 
from five generations of animal trainers, 
might have rethought the family business 
at that point, but instead it “made me feel 
stronger,” he said. 

“I’m never afraid, but at the same time, I 
pay attention to what I do,” Raffo, 36, said 
after a two-hour practice session with six of 
his tigers. 
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Golden days 
of the big top 

Much has changed since the golden age of the 
big top, when the circus was the social event 
of the season and people would attend dressed 
to the nines. 

“All these circus people were as famous as 
movie stars in those days,” said Steve Freese, 
executive director of the Circus World Museum 
in Baraboo, Wis. “Mable Stark {a 1920s tiger 
trainer] was as famous as Madonna.” 

Today, there are 20 to 30 circus shows on the 
road, down from 100 to 200 in the late 19th 
and early 20th Centuries, said Erin Foley, the 
museum’s archivist. 

But opening night at the Ringling Bros, 
show at Allstate Arena on Nov 6 teemed with 
squealing children and their parents, plus some 
adults who came on their own. 

“I have a kid,” said 27-year-old Karla Leon, 
who lives in Irving Park, as she pointed to her 
boyfriend. “He’s a kid.” 

Sergio Macias, also 27, said he dragged Leon 
to the circus with him because he was nostalgic 
for the days before video games. 

“I kind of miss the innocence, I miss the 
humor that is pure,” said Macias, who lives in 
Bridgeport. 

Not that everything about the circus is 
innocent. Whereas circuses used to introduce 
audiences to new technologies and exotic 
animals, today, kids raised on TV and the 
Internet aren’t surprised by much. And the circus 
also is regularly accused of animal cruelty 

Ringling Bros, is currently fighting a lawsuit, 
brought by three animal rights groups and a 
former Ringling elephant handler, that alleges 
circus elephants are beaten with bull hooks and 
otherwise mistreated to make them submissive. 
Some cities have banned or restricted the use 
of animals in circuses. 

The Chicago City Council is considering an 
ordinance, proposed by Aid. Mary Ann Smith 
(48th), that would make it illegal “to use on 
an elephant any device or instrument with 
the intent to cause pain and injury, except as 
necessary to administer legitimate medical 
treatment,” and would ban chaining elephants 
except when necessary 

The City Council is scheduled to vote on 
the proposed ordinance Wednesday after two 
aldermen blocked a vote this week, the Tribune 
reported. Stephen Payne, a spokesman for 
Ringling owner Feld Entertainment, said the 
circus would not come back if the ordinance is

“I love these guys,” he said, motioning to a 
pacing tiger in a cage that seemed agitated by a 
custodian sweeping nearby “They’re my life.” 

For Schroeder the clown, the circus life 
stops sooner than for most. After his tour with 
Ringling ends next year, he’s going back to 
Minnesota to learn his own family’s business: 
log home supplies. 

“I learned a lot and it’s been an amazing year, 
but now it’s on to other things,” Schroeder said. 
“It’s been an awesome experience I’ll never

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Dog’s condition improving after rescue from fire 



The 13 -year-old German shepherd mix 
whose owner died Wednesday after 
refusing to leave a burning house with- 
out him is doing “much, much better” 
and could be discharged from an animal 
hospital as soon as Monday, hospital 
officials said Thursday morning. 

John Petrik, 68, who lived alone with 
his dog, Regis, in Cicero, died of a heart 
attack, authorities said. Officials said 
police had to forcibly remove Petrik 


from the home about 2 a.m. because he 
refused to leave, saying he didn’t want to 
abandon his dog. 

Petrik’s brother, Joe, described him 
as a private man who never married. 
About 12 years ago, John Petrik rescued 
Regis at a Cicero intersection after 
watching the dog get thrown out of the 
car in front of him. He had cared for the 
dog ever since, rarely leaving the house 
because he didn’t want to leave the dog 


alone, Joe Petrik said. 

“It was like his child. He was 100 
percent devoted,” he said. “Outside of 
normal conversation, that’s all he talked 
about.” 

Petrik suffered the attack in a police 
car as firefighters went inside the house 
and saved the dog. 

Regis, who suffered from smoke inha- 
lation and burns, was placed in intensive 
care Wednesday in an Oak Park veteri- 


nary hospital. By Thursday morning, 
hospital officials said the dog’s condi- 
tion had improved, but that he would 
remain hospitalized for the weekend 
before being turned over to Cicero ani- 
mal control. 

It was a remarkable recovery, said Dr. 
Cesar Agustin, who is treating the dog 
at Aamerican Animal Hospital. When 
Regis arrived at the hospital, he “wasn’t 
even moving.” 



Police accused of 
Election Night assault 


Aspiring 

rapper 

arrested 

A local hip-hop artist known as “Bump 
J” has been arrested Downstate and 
accused of a takeover-style bank rob- 
bery in Oak Park last year. 

Terrance Boykin had been the sub- 
ject of an unpublicized manhunt since 
September, when he was indicted in 
connection with the January 2007 rob- 
bery, the FBI announced Thursday 

Ross Rice, an FBI spokesman, said 
the fact that agents were looking for 
Boykin was kept close to the vest for 
fear he could flee. 

It wasn’t until this week that the 28- 
year-old aspiring rapper was taken into 
custody after Carbondale police pulled 
him over in a routine traffic stop. They 
learned of the warrant for his arrest in a 
computer check. Authorities declined 
to immediately disclose what linked 
Boykin to the crime, but said more 
details would be forthcoming. 

Boykin of the 1200 block of South 
State Street in Chicago is expected to 
appear in the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse 
in coming days after his transfer by U.S. 
marshals. An attorney for him could 
not immediately be reached for com- 
ment. 

The FBI said Boykin is thought to 
be one of two men who stormed into a 
Chase Bank branch at 800 W Madison 
St. with handguns and announced a 
robberyjan. 4 last year. The men forced 
employees to empty teller drawers and 
took cash from a vault before running 
with more than $108,000. 

Boykin as “Bump J” had most recent- 
ly put out a mix tape titled “Dinner 
Time,” according to a Web site for him, 
and was part of another project called 
“Chicagorilla.” 


A Chicago family filed a federal lawsuit 
Thursday alleging that police officers unlaw- 
fully broke into their West Side home and 
assaulted them verbally and physically on 
Election Night during a neighborhood cel- 
ebration of Barack Obama’s victory 

Five members of the Arnold family, rang- 
ing in age from i to 18, were on their front 
porch in the 3400 block of West Chicago 
Avenue on the night of Nov. 4 as residents 
celebrated Obama’s presidential victory, said 
Gregory Kulis, the attorney who filed the suit 
on behalf of the plaintiffs. 

As residents were cheering and yelling, 
squad cars came into the neighborhood and 
discharged pepper spray including throwing a 
can of spray into a crowd of celebrants, Kulis 
said, citing witness accounts. When a member 
of the crowd threw the can of pepper spray 
back at the squad car, police officers began 
pursuing the crowd with guns drawn, he said. 

During the commotion, the Arnold family 


ran into their house, and police officers fol- 
lowed, kicking in their front door, Kulis said. 
The officers, who are not named in the lawsuit, 
then pushed family members to the floor and 
made racial insults before leaving, Kulis said. 

The Chicago Police Department issued a 
statement in response to the lawsuit that said 
Chicago police take allegations of misconduct 
seriously and that the Independent Police 
Review Authority was investigating the inci- 
dent. A police spokeswoman praised the city’s 
officers for doing an “outstanding job” on 
Election Night. 

“The Chicago Police Department does not 
condone or tolerate hate crimes on any level,” 
the statement said. “Police officers did an out- 
standing job keeping the peace and {keeping] 
the city safe during Election Day and evening 
activities. 

The lawsuit seeks at least $200,000 in 
damages for excessive force, unlawful search, 
battery and hate crime. 


Teen found; left town on bus 

The 15-year-old daughter of a Chicago 
firefighter returned home safely 
Wednesday night after being reported 
missing since Monday. Tisha Muentes 
returned home in good condition after 
contacting her father, who subsequently 
contacted authorities, Chicago police said. 
Tisha had taken a bus to Indianapolis, 
police said. They declined to say why 
she went there, saying only “the incident 
appears to be family related.” The family 
had announced a $10,000 reward for 
information on the whereabouts of the girl. 

Installation of Trump spire 
postponed again 

The installation of the spire atop Donald 
Trump’s 92-story Chicago hotel and condo 
tower has been put off again, according 
to Tribune architecture critic Blair Kamin’s 
blog. The Skyline. In an e-mail Thursday, 
Trump Organization Executive Vice 
President Andrew Weiss wrote: “I have just 
been informed that the spire installation 
for this Sunday is off. No new date has 
been designated yet.” Weiss did not offer a 
reason for the latest postponement. 

Obama to resign seat 

President-elect Obama said Thursday that 
he will resign from the Senate effective 
Sunday. Under state law. Democratic 
Gov. Blagojevich will name Obama’s 
replacement for the remaining two years 
of his term. Blagojevich has said he expects 
to make a decision by year’s end, and he 
has ruled out appointing himself. Obama, 
elected in 2004, is the only black senator. 

Missing NU student’s 
ciothes found 

A jacket belonging to a missing 
Northwestern University student was 
discovered Thursday morning along the 
shore of Lake Michigan at the school’s 
Evanston campus, officials said this 
afternoon. Trevor Boehm, 20, a freshman 
from Monument, Colo., has not been seen 
since the night of Nov. 5.

Brown cloud warning 


□ BEIJING Tliiclc brown clouds of soot, 
particles and chemicals stretching 
from the Persian Gulf to Asia threaten 
health and food supplies in the world, 
the UN reported Thursday, citing what 
it called the newest threat to the global 
environment. 

The regional haze, known as atmo- 
spheric brown clouds, contributes to gla- 
cial melting, reduces sunlight, and helps 
create extreme weather conditions that 


impact agricultural production, according 
to the report commissioned by the UN 
Environment Program. 

The huge plumes have darkened 13 
megacities in Asia— including Beijing, 
Shanghai, Bangkok, Cairo, Mumbai and 
New Delhi— sharply “dimming” the 
amount of light by as much as 25 percent 
in some places. 

Caused by the burning of fossil fuels, 
wood and plants, the brown clouds also 


play a significant role in exacerbating the 
effects of greenhouse gases in warming up 
the Earth’s atmosphere, the report said. 

At the same time, the brown clouds have 
also helped mask the full impact of global 
warming by helping to cool the earth’s sur- 
face and tamp down rising temperatures 
by between 20 to 80 percent, the study 
said. That’s because some of the particles 
that make up the clouds reflect sunlight 
and cool down the air.

Conventional wisdom 
is that Bears fans 
should be happy to 
see quarterback Brett 
Favreout of Green 
Bay, considering how 
long he was a thorn in 
Chicago’s side. But the 
reality is Favre didn’t 
fare so well against 
the Bears in the last 
few seasons he was in 
Green Bay, and the Packers may have a much 
better shot at victory with Aaron Rodgers. 

Here’s a look at how the Bears fared against 
Favre from 2005-’07. redeye 

2007 

Dec. 23: The Bears give their fans an early 
Christmas present: a crushing of the hated 
Packers, 35-7 at Soldier Field. Favre threw two 
interceptions, one to Brian Uriacher that was 
returned for a touchdown. 

Oct. 7: At Green Bay, the Bears hand the Pack 
their first season loss. Favre throws two picks, the 
last one in the end zone as time ran out, erasing 
the Packers’ chance to win. 

2006 

Dec. 31: Happy New Year, Chicago! The 
Packers beat the Bears at Soldier Field with 
Favre passing for 285 yards and a touchdown. 

It should be noted that the Bears were 13-2 
entering the game and had nothing to play for. 
Sept. 10: The Bears open the season with a 26- 
0 shutout of the Packers in Green Bay, the first 
of Favre’s career. He threw two interceptions. 

2005 

Dec. 25: It’s a somber Christmas in Green Bay 
as the Bears hand the Pack a 24-17 loss. Favre 
is intercepted four times, twice by Chris Harris. 
Lance Briggs returns his interception for a 
touchdown in the third quarter. A potential 
game-tying drive in the fourth quarter was 
squashed by Harris’ second INT. 

Dec. 4: Favre is picked off twice by the Bears 
D and also sacked twice in a 19-7 loss at a 
cold Soldier Field. Nathan Vasher turned one 
of Favre’s interceptions into a game-sealing 
touchdown with 3:06 left in the game.

Bears’ shaky pass 
defense to be put to 
the test in Green Bay

The passing inse- 
curity Bears cor- 
nerback Corey 
Graham felt this 
week had little to do with the fact that 
he’s just in his second season and lacks 
the resume of his accomplished team- 
mates. 

Something else was making him 
uncomfortable. 

He wasn’t alone, either. 

The Bears are getting picked apart by 
passes and they’re about to head to Green 
Bay, where the Packers rarely hand the 
ball off So forgive Graham for being just 
a little concerned. 

“Right now, everybody is on thin ice,” 
he said. “It’s real tense around here as 
far as the DBs. We know they throw the 
ball.” 

And he knows what happens when 
opponents do that. 

Although they’re not getting beaten 
by the deep ball, only two teams are 
allowing more yards per game than the 
Bears at 251.8. They’ve allowed at least 
280 the past four games against Atlanta, 
Minnesota, Detroit and Tennessee. None 
of those teams ranks higher than 19 th in 
yards passing. 

The takeaways that were a trademark 


in the past aren’t coming, either. 

The Bears had just one against 
Tennessee last week— a fumble recovery 
by Graham— and did not pick off a pass. 
That gives them six interceptions in the 
last four games, with four coming against 
Minnesota on Oct. 19, and a heavy dose 
of angst. 

Why? 

“When you give up 300 yards to teams 
that don’t normally throw the ball like 
that, it’s going to be tense,” said Graham, 
who started three games for the injured 
Nathan Vasher before playing the past 
two at nickel back. “It’s our jobs on the 
line. We’ve got to go out there and be 
accountable.” 

Pressure from the defensive line would 
help, but instead, they’re giving opposing 
quarterbacks enough time to burn them 
with quick slants. Kerry Collins did that 
last week while passing for a season-high 
289 yards and leading Tennessee to a 21-14 
victory 

Collins got sacked just once, and simi- 
lar scenarios played out earlier in the 
season when the Bears played Tampa Bay 
and Atlanta. 

The Buccaneers’ Brian Griese was able 
to unleash 67 passes without being sacked 
in late September, and the Falcons’ Matt 
Ryan remained on his feet despite throw- 


ing 30 times. And while the Packers’ 
Aaron Rodgers has been sacked four 
times in each of the past two games, he 
might be breathing a little easier this 
week. 

“There are a lot of guys— including 
myself— who have to look in the mirror 
and say, ‘What can I do better to make 
this team win games,’ ” said defensive 
end Adewale Ogunleye, who had a sack 
against Tennessee. 

The Bears (5-4) expected their defense 
to get back to the dominant form it 
showed in 2005 and 2006 after an inju- 
ry-wrecked 7-9 season last year, but the 
results are mixed. 

The Bears are holding opponents 
to 74.9 yards rushing per game, and 
they insist there’s no reason they can’t 
shut down the passing game, too, even 
when they’re using eight-man fronts. 
Linebackers Lance Briggs and Brian 
Urlacher have been faking blitzes by set- 
ting up at the line, but that seems to open 
up the short passes. 

“You want to confuse your offensive 
linemen, give your defensive tackles an 
opportunity to get one-on-ones or free 
some of your defensive tackles up to get 
to the quarterback,” Briggs said. “Being 
up there and making yourself account- 
able in that box, you can’t be ignored.”

Riding high after a landslide victory in his U.S. Senate race in November 2004 and a rousing speech at the 
Democratic National Convention a few months prior, a fresh-faced Barack Obama told RedEye he was 
getting used to the thrill of being able to “get on the phone, call anybody you want and they’ll take your call.” 

Four years later, the rookie senator-in-waiting is a rookie president-in-waiting, the central figure in a history-making campaign that will give the nation its 
first black president. Here, RedEye takes a look back at our interview with Obama, published Dec. 6, 2004. We also note how some things have changed in 
four short years with a then-and-now comparison.

Obama doesn’t just lunch 
with Buffett now.

In “Obama: The Movie,” the newest senator from Illinois 
envisions Denzel playing the title role. Then he admits the 
Oscar-winner might be “a little too good-looking.” 

But Barack Obama, stars truck when he met Robin Williams 
and Stevie Wonder on the campaign trail, has become a star 
in his own right. He prefers martinis to beer, leaves adoring 
fans in his wake and recently was seen TV-hopping on the 
media circuit like P. Diddy pimping a new album. 

Obama catapulted into the national eye this summer after 
a home-run speech at the Democratic National Convention, 
and the celebrity buzz has since become deafening. 

Last month he charmed his way through appearances 
on “Late Show with David Letterman” and “The View” to 
promote his memoir, “Dreams from My Father.” Letterman 
went to town on Obama’s name, while “View” co-host 
Barbara Walters compared him to Nelson Mandela. 

In an interview with RedEye last week, however, Obama 
waved his hand as if to bat away the talk about celebrity 
Either Obama was weary of the label or still recovering from 
a bout of stomach flu. “I was flying out to have lunch with 
Warren Buffett,” he says, “so my whole goal of the day was 
not to throw up on him.” 

Nor does Obama’s campaign headquarters on the 17th 
floor of a downtown Chicago building jell with the picture 
of Mr. Rock Star Politician. 

Obama’s narrow office is plain and mostly boxed up, except 
for a few items. On the wall hangs a framed black-and-white 
poster of Muhammad Ali in the ring, which will travel to 
Washington along with the senator-elect. “That’s been my 
good luck charm,” he says. 

Luck. Teah, that’s it. 

The hoopla is over, Obama explains in his thoughtful, 
deliberate manner. 

“Campaigning is fun and gratifying, but the reason Em in 
this is to do the work,” the former state senator says. 

The campaign had its perks, Obama admits, like the night 
Williams and Wonder performed at a fundraising event. 

“I grew up on Stevie Wonder. He sort of provided the 
soundtrack to my youth, so having him there right up on 
stage doing a concert to help my campaign, that was the one 
time I had to pinch myself,” he said. 

Yet all the attention— such as traveling with an entourage 
of aides — seemed a bit much for the former university 
professor who hailed his own cab in Washington last month, 
thank you very much.

A-list celebs have no qualms traveling with a posse—

The real satisfaction of the campaign, he says, was connecting 
with people. “People the conventional wisdom said you could 
never connect with. Sitting in some diner or VFWhall, talking 
to farmers and finding out you had a lot in common.” 

Now it’s game- time. a rooMe, Ofeama wIB worfe out! 
of a small, window-less basement office in the U.S. Senate 
for the next three or four months before settling into more 
permanent digs. He’ll stagger out of bed in the morning, not 
an eay task for this nirflt owl who hits his stride after dark. 

He’ll assume the jet-setter’s life, traveling back to Chicago 
nearly every weekend. 

But the biggest perk of office, Obama says, is having access 
to the smartest people in the country and their ideas. 

“You can get on the phone, call anybody you want and 
they’ll take your phone call,” he says. “I can call Warren 
Buffett and ask him what he thinks about the economy I 
can call former national security advisers and ask them what 
they think about nuclear proliferation. I can call great writers 
and ask them what we can do to encourage literacy 
“That’s a lot offlm.” 


Transportation 

Obviously, Obama is 
chauffeured almost 
everywhere he goes now, 
and he’s had a Secret 
Service security detail in 
tow since he was in the 
middle of his campaign. 
Soon he’ll have exclusive 
use of Air Force One and 
other presidential travel 
perks. 

He’ll have to land at 
O’Hare in Air Force One, 
but with helicopters 
and police escorts at his 
disposal, he probably 
won’t have to worry 
about any traffic if he’s 
headed to the South Side.

Being a Bond girl isn’t easy Just ask Olga Kurylenko, who 
endured a month of four-hour-a-day training sessions before 
starring in the latest Bond flick, “Quantum of Solace,” which 
opens Friday 

“I’ve never done so much training,” Kurylenko, who turns 29 
Friday told RedEye during a recent interview “The first day was 
hard because my body was not used to it, and everything hurt.” 

To play Camille, a Bolivian bombshell who teams up with 
007, the Ukrainian-born actress also worked incessantly on her 
accent, recording friends from Spain and Argentina and learn- 
ing the different dynamics to different accents. 

At the Trump International Hotel, she talked about the rigor- 
ous shoot and her fear of flying out of a boat. 

You did a lot of work to prepare for the movie. What was it like to 
train for the skydiving scene in a wind tunnel? 

I remember after the first session, the next morning I woke 
up, and I couldn’t lift my arms up. When you fly you have 
to do certain positions. Tbu’re upright with your body, you 
decide whether you go up or down, left or right, if you turn, 
spin, if you want to turn on your back and fly on your back— 
that’s really hard. By the end of the month, I could stay 40 
minutes in that tunnel and nothing hurt. ... I would go back to 
the tunnel just for fun. 

How grueling was shooting the big, climactic fire scene? 

Because there was real fire around us, they had to cover us in 
this special anti-fire gel, which is horrible because it’s so cold. ... 

I was freezing, and I kept saying, “Let me go in the fire! I want 
to go in.” I wanted to get warm. But the moment you step in 
the fire, you get hot like hell. It’s incredible. Everything burns. 
It’s just really extremes. Tbu’re cold with the gel and then you go 
in the fire, and you’re suddenly beyond hot. 

Were there any scenes that you didn’t know you’d be able to do? 

I think the difficult scene for me was the boat scene. It was 
very, very intense. Because the boat was going very fast and 
there were waves in the ocean and the boat kept jumping up 
and down, we had sound guys falling out of the boats. I don’t 
know how we didn’t fall out because we couldn’t hold on. 

We had to fight. So we had to be really stable on our feet and 
somehow get it done.

‘*Slumdog Millionaire” 
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‘Slumdog’ director embraces 
filmmaking, Bolly wood-style

A director knows he’s in Bollywood-land when one 
of his stars has to pencil him in for the next shoot. 

“What really surprised me was that, when you 
hire an actor in the West, even the big stars are usu- 
ally unemployed at the time,” said Danny Boyle, an 
Englishman who never had set foot in India before 
he signed on to direct “Slumdog Millionaire.” The 
fanciful story of a poor kid’s rise from Mumbai’s 
sprawling slums opened Wednesday 

“There, everybody ... is doing three or four films at 
the same time. You think it’s an insult when you say 
to {one of ‘Slumdog’s’ stars] Irfan Khan, ‘OK, tomor- 
row we’re doing the next scene,’ and he says, ‘I can’t 
come tomorrow I can come next Thursday between 
6 and 10 in the evening.’ 'You’re about to explode, but 
you just back off” 

Backing off seems to have worked, because 
“Slumdog Millionaire” — a mix of unbridled roman- 
ticism, real-world horror and fairy-tale wish fulfill- 
ment— has received rousing reactions from North 
American film festival crowds and many critics. 

“In many ways, you’d think it’s a very bad idea,” 
said Boyle, whose eclectic filmography includes 
“Trainspotting,” “The Beach” and “28 Days Later.” 

“How could you ever possibly get it? And in fact, I 
don’t really like those films where white guys go off 
into India or Africa. I find them really phony ... 


“The only thing I could say in defense— but I’m 
not sure I thought of this at the time— is that often 
an outsider’s perspective is really good. Especially 
in a city with its multifaceted behavior and com- 
plexity” 

Boyle shot many of the movie’s scenes in 
Mumbai’s i-million-plus populated Dharavi slum 
and another metropolitan shantytown called Juhu. 

Adapted from the novel “Q & A,” “Slumdog” 
charts the Dickensian, often traumatic experi- 
ences of Jamal Malick (Dev Patel), who inexplica- 
bly gets to the final 20 -million-rupee question on 
India’s version of “Who Wants to Be a Millionaire?” 
His experiences as a poverty-stricken youth have 
informed his answers on the high-stakes game show, 
but they’ve drawn the suspicion of the program’s 
cagey host (Anil Kapoor) and a hard-nosed yet 
empathetic police inspector (Khan of ‘A Mighty 
Heart”). 

While Boyle believed that “Slumdog” would play 
in Britain because of its large Indian population and 
because Patel is known there, the director is sur- 
prised it has been so well-received in America. 

“I never thought it would work here, but then you 
get here and it plays. 'You learn that the underdog 
idea— that guy who has nothing but a dream— is a 
vehicle in which everybody can put themselves. It’s 
part of the psyche here, part of the fabric and infra-

“Slumdog Millionaire” director Danny Boyle 
was having trouble finding a South Asian actor 
to play the oldest version of Jamal Malik, the 
uneducated street orphan who keeps get- 
ting the answers right on Indian T'V^’s “Who 
Wants to Be a Millionaire?” 

Then Boyle’s daughter suggested he try out 
a kid she’d seen on the raunchy British TY 
program “Skins,” which airs at 9 p.m. Sunday 
on BBC America in the U.S. Boyle liked 17- 
year-old Dev Patel, and soon the actor was in 
Mumbai, experiencing the world of his fore- 
bears for the first time in his life. 

“It’s my culture; so, on one hand, it was 
amazing to be there,” said Patel, who still lives 
with his parents in North London. “It sounds 
cheesy, but you do find something in yourself 
The language that you hear in London, you 
hear it spoken in the real mother tongue out 
there, the food is different. ... But then again. 
I’m a London-born-and-bred kid, so going 
there to play someone who had grown up all 
his life in a slum was a really daunting task. 

“But it was good, because I was immersed in 
this environment for a number of months.”

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Flaming Lips make backyard sci-fi movie

Seven years in the making, the Flaming Lips’ 
new “Christmas on Mars” is a lo-fi feat of 
obsession and endurance. 

The sci-fi movie— which frontman Wayne 
Coyne calls “a freakout”— was created with 
amateur compulsiveness, patched together 
on self-made sets in Coyne’s Oklahoma back- 
yard. 

“I do know, for sure, I would be one of these 
guys who built a city out of bottle caps in his 
backyard if I didn’t have the Flaming Lips,” 
Coyne said in a recent interview “Fm kind of 
that smelly, weird, almost insane guy making 
his weird outsider art in his backyard.” 

With moviemaking experience only from 
music videos, Coyne directed “Christmas on 
Mars” by casting friends (including actors 
Adam Goldman and Fred Armisen) and band- 
mates (the band’s Steve Drozd). 

The 86 -minute movie is playing in theaters 
this fall and was released Tuesday on DVD by 
the band’s record label, Warner Bros. Records. 
It’s also available on iTunes for $9.99. 

“We want this identity,” Coyne said. “I’ll 
talk about groups like the Beatles or Pink 
Floyd or whatever. They don’t just go up there 


and play their instruments. They have created 
their world for themselves to live in. That’s 
what I want to do. Not for our fans, mostly 
for me.” 

The identity of the Flaming Lips isn’t easy 
to describe and is best experienced at their 
concerts, which typically include animal cos- 
tumes, dancers on each side of the stage, fake 
blood and, occasionally, a giant UFO. 

Though it can seem like an insular, psyche- 


delic utopia, the Lips have always sang songs 
grounded in reality, often about death and fail- 
ure. Coyne has called their music a “sunshiny, 
funeral-esque sort of thing”— and “Christmas 
on Mars” continues in that vein. 

Explaining the plot would be impossible, 
but it centers on a crew living on Mars and 
the arrival of a Martian (Coyne) on Christmas 
Eve. Unsure of how to describe it, Drozd calls 
the movie— variously black-and-white and a 


brightly colored swirl— “a sensory experi- 
ence.” 

Said Coyne: “I just surrender to it. I don’t 
try to justify it and say, ‘Look, the marching 
band has genitals on their heads because of... 
this.’ I don’t know! It just looks cool!” 

If “Christmas on Mars” sounds like the 
kind of film that might inspire an audience 
to bring hallucinogenic s rather than pop- 
corn, that possibility isn’t lost on Coyne, who 
acknowledged the Lips are “definitely a drug 
band on a couple different levels.” 

“You know, if you’re a 20 -year-old and 
want to take some acid and watch a movie, 
‘Christmas on Mars’ would probably be a 
good one for that,” Coyne said, laughing. 

He does, though, caution that heroin and 
crystal meth are drugs he wouldn’t go near. 
His oldest brother still struggles with meth, 
and Drozd was in the lows of a heroin addic- 
tion (which he kicked years ago) early during 
the making of “Christmas on Mars.” 

“I have a really hard time watching it,” 
Drozd, noting how thin he is in certain older 
shots. “I just think some of the acting is horri- 
ble, mine especially And just for me, my whole 
personal story that goes along with it.”

Magnus, is. 

“She bathes in Botox,” Tapping told me at San Diego Comic Con 
in July “I can’t actually reveal why she is the age she is, but suffice to 
say there was a dramatic turning point in her life ... and what she got 
out of it was she doesn’t age, or she ages rather slowly” 

Fans will find out exactly what happened at 9 p.m. Friday, when 
the episode called “The Five” airs on Sci Fi. 

Fm not spoiling it for you, but you can expect to see vampires and 
Helen’s old flame, John Druitt (Christopher Heyerdahl), who’s also 
known as Jack the Ripper. 

“Ytjbu’ll get the full meal deal on Helen Magnus and how she came 
to be who she is and why she’s still around,” Tapping teased. 

For those who haven’t seen the show, which is shot almost entirely 
in green screen, Helen runs a sanctuary for “abnormals,” or creatures 
with special abilities or oddities. Think of the characters that 
populate the “Star 'Wars” cantina and you get the idea. She works 
with her daughter, tough gal Ashley (Emilie Ullerup), and her latest 
recruit, forensic psychiatrist Dr. 'Will Zimmerman (Robin Dunne). 

Since the show’s Oct. 3 debut, which was watched by 3 million 
viewers, the “Sanctuary” team has met several abnormals— from 
shape-shifters to folding men to nubbins. 

“Fm loathed to say ‘monster of the week,’ but every episode 
has a very interesting focal character,” said Tapping, who added 
that if “Sanctuary” were to be picked up for another sea- 
son, she would want to explore even more of Helen’s 
own history 

“Fd love to do more {flashback} work,” she said. 
“What was happening to her in the 1920s and 
what was happening to her in the ’30s? She’s been 
involved with all these historical figures. She’s the 
type of woman who invites that kind of company” 
Tapping got her wish on Thursday Sci Fi 
announced that it was giving “Sanctuary” a second 
season, which means the former “Stargate SG-i” 
and “Stargate Atlantis” actress will be aging into her 
character, even if Helen doesn’t age.

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Fire threatens ‘Desperate Housewives’

It’s mayhem on the set of ABC’s “Desperate 
Housewives.” 

Most of the cast is attempting to flee a 
crowded nightclub that’s slowly catching fire. 
Thick layers of smoke are quickly filling the 
room. Flickering flames are streaking up the 
walls. Pushy extras are hurrying to the nearest 
exit. And someone is still in the bathroom! 

Much like the tornado that ravaged 
Wisteria Lane last season or the supermar- 
ket standoff the year before, the nightclub 
fire is the buzzed-about sweeps stunt that 
will engulf Sunday’s 8 p.m. episode. The blaze 
appears to have been started by this season’s 
mysterious— and perhaps villainous— new 
neighbor Dave Williams, played by Neal 
McDonough. 

“I personally don’t think my character is 
a bad guy,” McDonough said during a break 
from filming. “He’s just damaged goods. 
Something happened to him that he just can’t 
come back from. He has to take care of some- 
thing. It’s eating his life away It’s really inter- 
esting to explore a character like this, and it 
makes me feel very fortunate for my life.” 

Away from their usual Universal Studios 


street set, the cast have gathered for the 
scorcher inside Sound Stage 28. Meanwhile, 
on another part of the back lot, a nightclub 
facade is being erected that will later be burnt 
to a crisp. In true sweeps fashion, someone 
won’t survive. 

During production of the episode in 


October, the actor portraying one of those in 
peril found himself in danger in real life. 

Gale Harold, who plays the boyfriend of 
Teri Hatcher’s character, was in a motorcycle 
accident and fractured his shoulder. Script 
rewrites were ordered after Harold was 
admitted to USC Medical Center. 


This fire isn’t the first to threaten Wisteria 
Lane’s residents. In the series’ first episode, 
Susan Mayer (Hatcher) accidentally burned 
down the home of Edie Britt (Nicollette 
Sheridan), who retaliated in the second sea- 
son by lighting up Mayer’s place. In the fourth 
season, the naughty twin sons of Lynette 
Scavo (Felicity Huffman) confessed to an 
arson. 

Is series creator Marc Cherry a closeted 
pyromaniac? 

“Not at all,” he said. “I just like putting 
people in jeopardy” 

Cherry, who jumped the storyline ahead 
five years at the beginning of the season, said 
he doesn’t think “Housewives” will be doing 
any more fast-forwarding, but he does see an 
end to the series. He’s beginning to conjure 
up ideas for the sixth season and hopes the 
seventh season will be the last. 

“I know what the last scene of the show 
is,” Cherry said, adding only that it would 
feature just one of the housewives. “I already 
have that in my head. I would like to end the 
series after seven seasons. The problem is we 
are one of the top-rated scripted series on 
ABC.”

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Exercisers facing dark times 


MCT 

This time of year tries runners’ souls as much as their 
soles, and the same goes for cyclists and walkers. 

Really, almost anyone who exercises outdoors in the fall 
and winter has to deal with darkness descending earlier 
and earlier. And for the past few weeks, morning exercis- 
ers have had to don reflec- 
tive garb and begin their 
workouts in pitch dark. 

Which time of day 
is optimal for exercise? 
Exercise scientists and 
those looking at chrono- 
biology— how biological 
rhythms change in a daily 
cycle— nearly always give 
the same initial response in 
answering the question. 

“For the general public, any time is better than no 
time for exercising,” said Jason Blessinger, an exercise 
physiologist at California State University, Sacramento. 
“Biologically, your peak hours are usually midday That’s 
because brain processes and cortisol (the hormone that 
regulates blood pressure and blood sugar) are at their peak 
awareness. Tour chances of injury decrease.” 


Michael Deschenes, a physiologist and neurobiolo- 
gist at the College of William and Mary, has published 
considerable research on chronobiology and exercise. 
Deschenes’ data suggest that early morning is not the 
best time to exercise for most people— especially those 
who are accustomed to running in the evening but switch 
after the time change. 

The drawbacks, Deschenes said, “are less pronounced 
with moderate, aerobic-type exercise like your daily jog. 
The main problem is that the body’s internal clock regu- 
lates core and muscle temperature to be at its lowest early 
in the morning.” 

Some chronobiologists have advised those with hyper- 
tension or cardiovascular risk factors not to exercise first 
thing in the morning. Blood pressure peaks in the early 
morning, narrowing the arteries. Conversely, body tem- 
perature, essential for maximum muscle efficiency, rises 
to its highest level around 4 p.m. 

Deschenes isn’t so much concerned with early-morning 
joggers as he is with those who hit the gym for weight lift- 
ing or anaerobic sports. 

“For those {sports} that involve ‘explosive’ muscle con- 
tractions like racquetball or basketball, it would be better 
if they can get some time in between crawling out of bed 
and starting exercising,” he said.

Indie band Cloud Cult 
throws green tea party 


MCT 

Craig Minowa has been nurturing his eco- 
friendly band Cloud Cult since the early 
199 os, and like anyone who is finally reaping 
some success after eking out a living in indie- 
pop, he speaks with pride at how his musical 
garden has grown. 

“It’s been a gradual process,” 

Minowa said from his organic 
farm in northern Minnesota. 

“But it seems like with each 
album we come out with, there’s 
a trajectory that goes through 
yet another layer of the crust of 
mainstream media.” 

Minowa considers the most 
recent of Cloud Cult’s eight discs of green- 
themed songs about life, loss and redemp- 
tion— 2007’s “The Meaning of 8” and this 
year’s “Feel Good Ghosts (Tea-Partying 
Through Tornadoes)” — especially important 
breakthroughs. 

“Releasing an album used to put me in 
the hole financially,” he said. “Until the last 
two albums, I was using a credit card to put 
them out. But for ‘The Meaning of 8,’ I didn’t 
have to go into debt. It was the first album 
that core members pooled their money and 
treated it as an investment.” 

Even so, when “Feel Good Ghosts” was 
released in April, Minowa announced that 
Cloud Cult might go on indefinite hiatus after 
its 2008 tour and perhaps call it quits. 

However, the 35-year-old frontman, who 
works as an environmental scientist for 
the online nonprofit Organic Consumers 
Association, is now forecasting a sunnier 
future for Cloud Cult and its music, which 
has drawn comparisons to Arcade Fire, The 


Postal Service and The Polyphonic Spree. 

“The spring tour went really well finan- 
cially,” said Minowa, who with his bandmates 
often travels in a bio-diesel van, records in a 
geothermal-powered studio and contributes 
to the non-profit conservation organiza- 
tion American Forests and 
nativeenergy.com, which helps 
build wind turbines on Native 
American reservations. 

‘And we have been able to 
back off on regular day jobs,” 
said the singer, who estimates 
he has had 36 of them, includ- 
ing kids’ party entertainer, wed- 
ding DJ, ice cream truck driver 
and window handle factory worker. “So we 
decided to come out and do a fall tour. ... It’s 
lucrative enough for me to consider it a pay- 
ing job.” 

On the tour, “We will be bringing the full 
shebang,” Minowa said, “painters included.” 

Minowa is referring to his wife, Connie, and 
trumpeter Scott West, who create original 
works onstage as the band plays. At the end 
of each concert, the paintings are auctioned 
off, with proceeds going to green groups. 

Minowa attributes his interest in the envi- 
ronment to his parents as he was growing up 
in Owatonna, Minn. 

‘And I’ve always had an inherent need to 
do music,” said Minowa, citing The Cure’s 
Robert Smith as “a huge role model” and 
crediting the Art of Noise for his interest in 
samples and sound sculpting. 

“That carried me through {lean times}. I’d 
think back to bands like The Cure, who had 
a half-dozen albums out before hitting in the 
US.”

I’ve learned key lessons by watching “Design to

Rihanna fans in Indonesia are out of luck. The “Live Tour Life” singer 
has canceled a concert scheduled Friday in the Southeast Asian nation 
over security concerns, The Associated Press reports. She had been 
scheduled to do her thing in front of 6,000 people in the capital city 
of Jakarta, but like so many high-profile concerts in that corner of the 
globe (particularly in Malaysia), the event has been bumped over mat- 
ters of state. There was no immediate comment from Rihanna, but a 
spokeswoman for the event told the AP she hoped to see the singer 
back in Jakarta in January If the past is any indication, fans shouldn’t 
hold their breath. Here’s a peek at the RedEye archives, which show 
the history of hiccups for pop stars who have attempted to perform 
where politics and pop culture collide. 


BEYONCE 

The “If I Were a Boy” singer 
scrapped plans to stage 
her first concert in Malaysia last 
year, instead choosing to perform 
in neighboring Indonesia, which 
has less stringent rules about 
how performers should dress 
and behave.
